I consider them rubbish, that I 
may gain Christ 9 and be found in him, not having a righteousness of my own that comes 
from the law, but that which is through faith in Christ- the righteousness that comes from 
God and is by faith. 10 1 want to know Christ and the power of his resurrection and the 
fellowship of sharing in his sufferings, becoming like him in his death, 11 and so, somehow, to 
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attain to the resurrection from the dead. 12 Not that I have already obtained all this, or have 
already been made perfect, but I press on to take hold of that for which Christ Jesus took 
hold of me.

M: The Son of Man did not come to be served, but to serve, and to give his life as a 
ransom for many. 

Gospel Luke 20:9-19 

Fie went on to tell the people this parable: "A man planted a vineyard, rented it to some farmers 
and went away for a long time. 10 At harvest time he sent a servant to the tenants so they would 
give him some of the fruit of the vineyard. But the tenants beat him and sent him away empty- 
handed. 11 Fie sent another servant, but that one also they beat and treated shamefully and sent 
away empty-handed. 12 Fie sent still a third, and they wounded him and threw him out. 13 "Then 
the owner of the vineyard said, 'What shall I do? I will send my son, whom I love; perhaps they 
will respect him. 114 "But when the tenants saw him, they talked the matter over. 'This is the heir, ' 
they said. 'Let's kill him, and the inheritance will be ours. ' 15 So they threw him out of the vineyard 
and killed him. "What then will the owner of the vineyard do to them? 16 Fie will come and kill 
those tenants and give the vineyard to others. " When the people heard this, they said, "May this 
never be!" 17 Jesus looked directly at them and asked, "Then what is the meaning of that which is 
written: "'The stone the builders rejected has become the capstone'? 18 Everyone who falls on 
that stone will be broken to pieces, but he on whom it falls will be crushed. " 19 The teachers of the 
law and the chief priests looked for a way to arrest him immediately, because they knew he had 
spoken this parable against them. But they were afraid of the people.

that is, seen and unseen. 

We believe in one Lord, Jesus Christ, the only Son of God, eternally begotten of the 
Father, God from God, Light from Light, true God from true God, begotten, not 
made, of one being with the Father. Through him all things were made. For us and 
for our salvation, he came down from heaven, was incarnate of the Holy Spirit and 
the virgin Mary, and became fully human. For our sake he was crucified under 
Pontius Pilate. He suffered death and was buried. On the third day he rose again in 
accordance with the Scriptures. He ascended into heaven and is seated at the right 
hand of the Father. He will come again in glory to judge the living and the dead, and 
his kingdom will have no end. 

We believe in the Holy Spirit, the Lord, the giver of life, who proceeds from the 
Father and the Son, who in unity with the Father and the Son is worshiped and 
glorified, who has spoken through the prophets. We believe in one holy Christian 
and apostolic Church. We acknowledge one baptism for the forgiveness of sins. We 
look for the resurrection of the dead and the life of the world to come. Amen.

Holy Week 



Worship Schedule 


Maundy Thursday (March 24 th ) - 6:30 p.m. 

We gather to commemorate the night on which Jesus was betrayed--the night he instituted the 
Sacrament of Holy Communion. Following the celebration of the Lord's Supper, the service 
concludes with a solemn stripping of the altar. 

Good Friday (March 25 th ) -7 p.m. 

In our Good Friday Tenebrae Service, candles are extinguished one by one as we hear the 
Savior's words from the cross. The service ends in complete darkness and a loud sound 
(strepitus) reminds us of the closing of the tomb. 

Easter Vigil (March 26 th ) - 8 p.m. 

As we have done the past two years, we will be holding an Easter Vigil service on Saturday night. 
This ancient service begins around a new fire kindled outside and continues with a candlelit 
processional into the darkened church. We remember our Baptism, our Savior God, and his 
death. The second half of the service bursts forth in Easter joy as we begin the celebration of the 
Resurrection of our Lord. Easter Holy Communion is served. 

Easter Festival Service (March 27 th ) - 10:30 a.m. (Breakfast starting at 9) 

This is the day the Lord has made. Let us rejoice and be glad in it! Our 10:30 service on Easter 
Sunday is a celebration of Christ's resurrection victory. We sing the great Easter hymns of the 
church with a variety of musical accompaniment. We hear the Easter message of hope and joy. 
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
